TOLEDO, Ohio, Octo%er 6, — Ex-Senator 
Thurmen made a speech here tonight, and 
gave 2 great portion of bis time to a reply to 
the recent speeches of Senator Sherman. 
Judge Thurman, at the beginning of his 
epecch, aid the Mount Gilead speech of Sen- 
stor Sherman, de livered at the opening of the 
campaign, wes an indictment of the south and 
e revive! of the charges of crime and outrage 
made in years gore by. He quoted the words 
of President Garfield in opposition to a revival 
of sectional hatred, 

The last presidential campaign, he said,was 
opened by the republican candidate on the 
tariff ac the chief iesue, but beforetbe campaign 
cloeed this was dropped and the “bloody 
shirt” raiced as the banner of certaio republi- 
cen victory. But when the votes were countad 
the banner was found trailing in the duat. 
Pertieu!er etress was laid upon thesentimentof 
Grant, that the passions ot war were atan end, 
and amazement was expressed that a man 
speaking over his tomb should be so audacious 
es to say there is no reconciliation; that rebelx 
lion is not at end; that the only effective way 
tosuppress itis again to send the ‘boys ina 
blue” to the south. 

SCORING SHERMAN, 

Quoting from Senator Sherman’s speech, 
the speaker said: 

Now it is imporsible, as it seems to me, to mis 
uuderstand these utterances They are either 
yainerd empty speech or disgusting bravado, 
such 8s DO man Of the ability of Senator Sherman, 
orin his high station, could indulge in without 
disgrace, Or they are his real sentiments and 
mesn, when thoroughly analyzed, that if the 
republican party cannot obtain power in any 
other way, itshall obtain and hold it by the 

ord, 

s know thatsuch anideaifyou.do not reflect 

-upon it, is calculated to excite your passions; but 
stopand refiect. If the greatstate of Ohio can be 
carried by such appeasis to passons and prejudice 
asShermanis making. if h'!s weapons shail be 
fufiicieut to thrast from office men whom, two 
yeasts ego, you e'ected; if they shall hew a way to 
afiithiermin thesenste fortheir author, they 
will become the creed of the republican partyin 
js?8, and the doctrine of hate will be strong'y if 
not permenently established in the land.” 

Jucge Thurman said that the issue raised 
by Sherman was a dangerous one to the busi- 
iness and prosperity of the American people, 
snd the eflort to blow into flame the dying 
‘mbers of civil strife saould be frowned down 
by all loyal people. 

THE COLORED PEOPLE, 

The speaker next proceeded to answer the 
arguments of Sherman concerning the griev- 
cus condition of the colored people in the 
eouth, claiming thatthey were now in the en- 
joyment of greater prosperity and greater civil 
righis than wereever enjoyed on this globe 

equal num ber ot their 
He dated the prosperity 
of that section from 1875, when the democrats 
came into control, and radical rule and carpet- 
begger reign ceased. Atthe end of ten years 
itean be safely claimed that there is not an 
industry in the south but is more prosperous 
ihen itever was in that rezion before Now 
they have in many lines of manufacture be- 
come riva’s of the mills of eastern states, 
SOUTHERN ENTER RISE, 

The speaker sketched bnefy many enter: 
prises in developmentin the soul , the free 
fcboo's for colered youth, the contentmant 
which exists among the colored people, and 
the fect that they have not migrated to 
sny ofthe old free states. All this, it was 
arguei,proves that they were not discontented, 
nor murdered, nor depriyed of their rights, as 
depicted by Senator Sherman, and other re- 
publican orators. The colored man seemed to 
prefer living with the white men south even 
ihough they be democrats, to dwelling 
in the tents of the radicals, eyen though they 
besainis. It was argued that all those things 
cculd pot be so if the negroes south were in the 
state of wretchedness which has been so often 
areerted. 

Judge Thurman quoted at length from the 
tenth census—of 1880—statistics in proot of 


- the assertion which he has made, the principal 
point being that colored people are in a ma-— 


jority in but two of the southern states—S outh 
Carolina and Mississippi—and he confined his 
argument to the census of those two states. 
The cbject in the-e figures was to show the 
deprersion in all values in periods covered by 
republican rule and the advancement of ail 
méterial interests under democratic govern- 
ment, 
CONTENTED PEOPLE. 

_ After disposing of the wilderness of figures 
in regard to the condition of South Carolina, 
the speaker summed up by saying: 

In snort, everything that feeds or cloths the 
hegro in that state is within his reach to a degree, 
ibat he never knew before. Now, once more, I 
putittoyou: Could this bethe case if. Sauth 
Carolina is in the lawless condition tbat radical 
Bpeakers represent itto be? Not much. Fellow 
Citizens, this Continued stream of prosperity uader 
democratic rule,proves that the rule is beneficient 
6nd the quiet that preyails in that state, proves 
that the people of all classes there are content- 
ed under their government.” : 

Judge Thurman denied the assumption of 
Senator Sherman, that all colored voters in 
the routh are republicans,and would vote that 
licket if not terrorized.

Cardinal McCloskey Slowly Nearing the Ead 
; —What His Physician Says, 

New York, October 6.—The following bul- 
letin was iesued from Cardinal McCloskey’s 
residence today by the clergy in charge: 

: His eminence, the cardinal has had, Sor over 
two days, a change in his condi tion, which ren- 
cers bim very weak and apparentiy in great dan- 
ger Of death; so much so that it was considered 
prodent to administer to him the last sacrament 

Rev. Thomas G. Preston, chancellor and 
vicar-general of the diocese, administered the 
lest ritesto his eminence. In conversation 
th ed moraine F ather Preston said: 

© Cardinal wes a littie bit brighter to

ANOTHER WONDER. 


A Machine that Can Set Type and Stereo- 
type at the Same Time, 
Wasurnoton, October 6.—There was a meet- 
ing of prominent newspaper men in this city 
lest week, the purpose of which is not gen- 
erally known. Thesefnewspaper men have 
invested large sums in a typesetting machine, 
which wasmade in Baltimore and has been 
upon the eve of so-called §com- 
lation for a number of years. It was originally 
backed by John Clephane, one of the leading 
stenographers here. He organized a compa- 
py, which was made up of nearly all the offl- 
cial stenographers of Washington. Their 
capitel being limited, and the experiments of 
the inventor not reaching success within a 
fixed period covered by their means, other in- 
vestors have been taken in from time to time. 
Mr. Hutchins, of the Washington Post, 
appeared to think well of the invention 
a1d bought its stock during the second pe- 
riod of the increase of the company. It is 
understood tbat through his representations 
Richerd Smith, of the Cincinnati Gazette; Mr. 
Haldeman, of the Louisville Courier Journal ; 
William Henry Smith, of the New York asso- 
ciated press, and Mr. William Stone, of the 
News, of Chicago, have become investors. It 
is said thet these last-named gentlemen have 
invested $250,000. ; 
It bas been “claimed. that this machine 
woulddo away with compositors. entirely ; 
that any one capable of using a typewriting 
machine would be able to set type and stereo- 
type at the same time the type required for 
the printing of a newspaper. The machine 
bes been inepecteddy a number of experts. 
It is very ingenious, and will undoubtedly be 
ueeful in printing bookwork, circulars or in 
copying legal documents, put itis a very s8- 
riovs question among some of the stockholders 
whether it will ever be sufficient to meet all 
of tbe requirements of a modern newspaper 


publication office.

TRAIN ROBBERY. 


A TRAIN ROBBED IN PBNNSYL- 
VANIA BY FOUR MBN, 


Four Men Take Possession of a Train and Compel 
the Peesengers to Give Up Their Veluables—A 
Woman B8enternced to Sarg in New 
York—Crimes of the Day— Ric. 


Attoona, Pa., October 6—As the regular 
trein from Holidaysburg was nearing Alle- 
gbany turnace this morning, four men took 
posseesion of one of the crowded cars, and 
while three of them intimidated the passen- 
gers with revolvers,a fourth went through the 
car and deliberately robbed such occupants as 
he chose to select. One of the passengors 
made a show ot resistance, but was attacked 
with a knife aud cutthrough the hand. The 
conductor next grappled one of the robbers, 
and wes drapged out to a platform of a car and 
beaten with a revolver handle. The robbers 
then pulled the bell rope and jumped off, es- 
caping tothe woods. The Pennsylvania rail- 
way compeny has sent outoflicers in all di- 
rections. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

An Altoona, Pa., special gives the following 
sccount ofthe fighton thetrain near Alle- 
gheny furnace this morning. A lady was 
robbed at Hollidaysburg depot of her pocket- 
book, and the alleged thiet was ointed out to 
the conductor, A fight followed, in which a 
young man named Bradley was cut.

A SELF CONFESSED MURDERQBR. 


The Strange Story of Joha M, Wilson Proves 
to be True. 


Cuicaco, October 6.—The strange and wild 
story of John M. Wilson, who staggered into 
the Twelfth street station Saturday night last, 
proclaiming himself a murderer, is true. The 
following dispatch, received last night from 
Philadelphia, confirms his tale: 

Hoid Wilson. He is wanted forthe murder of 
Antbony Daly, who disappeared mysteriously 
about the middle of February, 1884, from his farm 
in Montgomery county, near Ivy Hill cemetery.

In the drunken talk Wilson told of the hor- 
rible mannerin which he killed Anthony 
Daly, a farmer of Ivy Hill, Pa. How, after 
he nad worked for him, he ssked for money, 
apd on being refused, visited a neighboring 
villege and got drunk. Returning, he stealth- 
ily entered ihe sleeping room of Da:y, and 
pickieg up a meat cleaver, brained the sleep- 
ing victim. The details ae are almost 
too horrible to relate, The mur- 
derer deliberately hacked the body 
to pieces, put the severed moem- 
bers in a bag and dumped them into 
Wessehickon river. When sufficiently sobered 
to realize the terrible deed he had committed, 
he fled the country, arriving in Chicego after 
almost two years wanderings. Wilson says he 
hes been nearly frantic ever since he commit- 
ted the deed, end has vainly tried to drown 
his remorse with liouor. About two weeks 
since he met a child greatly resembling the 
man be murdered, Since then he has known 
ne peace of mind, andon Saturdsy night got 
drunk and hired a boy to take him tothe 
police station, where he made his confession,

WOMAN SENTENCED TO HANG, | 


Mrs, Druse, the Utica Murderer, to Hang 
November 25. 

Utica, N. Y., November 6.—Mrs. Druze, 
who murdered her husband with the aid of her 
son, daughter and nephew, in Warren, Herki. 
mer county, lost December, and cut up and 
burned the remains, was today sentenced by 
Judge Williams to be executed Wednesday, 
November 25. No woman has been executed 
in central New York for over forty years. The 
courthouse was crowded by people of both 
sexes end allages. At9o’clock Mrs. Druse 
was €scorted into the courtroom by Officer 
Wilson. She looked haggard and worn. 
Upon the opening of the court counselior 
Lucé meade a moticn fora new trial, which 
wea denied by Judge Williams. The prisoner 
wes then toldtostand up. She arose and 
Judge Williams pronounced the sentence.

A WOMAN’S CRUBL TREATMENT. 


A Hedy cf Masked Men Brutally Flog a 
Youvg Woman, 

Wueetine, October 6.—A repert comes from 
Clay courthouse of the inbuman beating of a 
young woman named Miss Nancy Hoover by a 
mob of a dozen or fifteen masked men, The 
crime is supposed to have been committed on 
lest Thursday morning just after midnight, 
and the location of the outrage was on what 
is known as Blue Mountain, about four or five 
miles from the county seat. 

About 1 o’clock in the morning the mob, all 
the members of which were masked and well 
armed, aroused Mr, Hoover from his sleep 
and told him they had come for his daughter. 
The frightened father in vain protested and 
endeavored 10 obtain some _ explanation 
of the purpose of his midnight visitors, but it 
wes of no avail, and the girl was taken from 
ber bed and carried a half mils orso into 
the woods. There she was bound to a tree 
and whipped terribly with hickory withes. 
The girl pleaded in the most heartrendering 
marLer with her scoundrelly captors, but to 
Lo purpose, and when left alone was in an 
insensible condition. The mob is thought to 
bave been mede up of friends and relatives of 
a married woman who had a suspicion that 
an undue intimacy existed between the hus- 
bend and Miss Hoover, but this suspicion has 
not yet been confirmed.

THB FRENCH POLITICAL QUESTION 
STILL VEXING THB POLITICIANS, 


Zhe Irieh Questionard Parnell’s Demands—Roums.- 
lie’s Rebsliion Under OConstderation by the 
Diplomets of Europe—Troops for the 
Fronutier—General Forcign News, 


Panis, October 6.—A Repudlique Francaise 
editorial today on the results of the elections 
on Sunday last, says: “Over one-third of the 
members of the chamber of deputies are con- 
scrvatives.. This is a serious evil.” It then 
implores republicans to unite on candidates 
in districts where second ballota are necessary 
and to preserve the integrity of the republic. 

Lexpon, October 6.—The Times’ Paris cor- 
respondent ssys: “Owing to the number of’ 
cabinet ministers defeated at elections Sunday 
last forseatsin the chamber of deputies, it 
will be necessary for the cabinet to be ra« 
modeled or resign from office before the cham- 
ber meet. If radicals ally themselves with 
members of the right they can overthrow min- 
istry aiter ministry, leaving France ina per- 
marest crisis which will seriously jeopardize 
the existence of the republic, 

Paris, October 6.—Mangon, Waldeck, 
Rousseau, Legrande and Herault, who were 
defeated in the elections have retired from the 
crbinet. 

It isrumored that the royalist successes will 
ineure the expulsion ofthe Orleanist princes 
and others. : 

The election disorders were renewed here 
this evening. Fully 4,000 persons assembled 
in front of the Gaulois office, shouting, “Vive 
Ja Republique,” “A bas le Gaulois.” Bands 
of youths paraded streets, singing the Mar- 
seilles, and waving tri colors. The police 
finally succeeded in dispersing the mob, being 
aided by heavy rain. 

THE DIFFERENT PARTIES. 

Loxpox, October 6.—The French election 
returns will perhaps be made more intelligtble 
to many American readers by a brief state- 
ment of the attitude of the various political 
partles. The conservatives, who have made 
extensive gains, are monarchists: of one fac- 
tion or another. Some of them are adherents 
of the Comte de Paris others of the Bonaparte 
family. They would like to see a monarchial 
government restored in France. The rapub- 
jicans, or moderates, are supporters of the pres 
ent ministry’ with Brisson and De Freycinet 
as representative leaders. - They are likewise. 
partisans of Jules Ferry, who was formerly 
prime minister. The radicals look to M. 
Clemenceau as their leader. They are as 
eager as the movarchists for the overthrow of 
the republic, but only that they may give the 
government a more radical leaning. Ths roa- 
publicens wish to maintain a parliamentary 
form of government, but the radicals wish to 
abolish the senate, and substitute in place of 
the chambers, as at present constituted, a 
body like the convention of 1783. 

The lose of seats by the republicans will lead 
to a reconstruction of the present ministry. 
It seems doubtful at this moment whether the 
ministry can gather about ita working major- 
ity in the new chamber: Shrewd oDservers 
believe the new chamber will be short-lived: 
that no ministry can be patched upthat will 
long command support, and that consequently 
there will be another diesolution and another 
general election in the near fature. 

Paris, October 6.—It is expected that a pro- 
visional ministry will be formed, including 
Clemenceau and Floquet, 

The number of conservatives elected is 183. 
[t is believed the second ballotings will raise 
the number to 210. 

Rochefort argues that the republican defeat 
is due to the Tonquin expedition, and that 
the reform necegsary is to guilllotine lerry 
the first thing.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR 


General Assembly in HKession—Address of 
the President, 

Hamittoy, Ont., October 6.—The general 
assembly of the Knights of Labor met today. 
Master Workman Powderly, ia his address, 
denounced the convict labor on national work, 
favored the eight bour law, although he dis- 
countenanced the inauguration of a strike to 
establish the short hour plan. Working men 
on the continent of North America, he 
said, must take some “action looking te 
the prevention of immigration during periods 
of depression. This country can no longer be 
celled the workshop of the world. Every step 
to make ita poor house of the world should 
be resisted. He deprecated the speeches of 
Minister Phelps at the meetings of the work- 
ingmen in England, in which he said, “There 
is employment in America for all who desire 
it.”” He touched on boycotting, and said when 
the end sought for had been accomplished it 
should be discontinued, and he recommended 
that organizers should not form an assembly 
when there are wutterings of trouble. 

Speaking of the prevalence of drunkenness 
cusing strikes he said that drunkenness 
should be made an oneness by ex- 
puision from the order. _ fand 
was next taken up. He recommended that 
it should be abolished, and that the plan as- 
sisting oppressed members by means 
of aszessme nt be substituted. A 
msjority of the members now thought 
the present fund was for the support of strik- 
ers, which the founders of theorder never 
intended it to be. No strike should beordered 
without the sanction of the general executive 
beard, and then only.after every other effort 
hed failed. 

In speaking of the orders of relation to other 
societies of workingmen, he said: 

We hsve been very generous in the past in 
championing the cause of other associations when 
they were in trouble; so much so that the name 
of the other sncisty is forgotten and that of the 
Knights of Labor is allowed to bear all theodium 
attached to themovement. We must discountes 
nance thisin the future. If any organization gets 
into trouble by téking such action as we could not 
approve if taken by an genre? of the Knights 
of Labor, then we must refuseit any assistance. 
Our order must not be made a scapegoat for other 
orders. We have been injured in this way and 
must guard againet it in the future. vn ¢ Ee

A STRIKE ORDBRBED. 


All of the Street Car Drivers in St, Lout 
QOuit Work. 

Sr, Lous, October 6.—The executive com- 
mittee of the Knights of Labor this afternoon 
ordered a general strike of street car men, to 
begin at 3 o’clock. At the appointed time the 
men onthe Washington avenue line turned in, 
end by 4 o’clock the running of cars was 
almost totally suspended on all the roads. The 
strike was made in accordance with an order 
issued by the executive board of the Knights 
of Labor, into whose hands the street car 
men had placed their affairs, 
and who allege that the men were 
ordered out because the presidents, or other 
officials of the car companies, failed to meet 
them ortoeven notice their invitation to 
arbitrate the defferences between the men 
and companies. The men demanded that 
twelve bours should constitute a day’s work; 
that conductors should receive $2 per da 
weges, drivers $1.75, and drivers of bobtail 
cers the same pay as conductors. Only one 
oresident responded to the call for arbitration, 
Mr. Johvson, of the South St. Louis road, who 
acceded to the demands of the men, and his 
line was at once exempted. But on all the 
other roads, end in opposition to the advice ef 
leading merchants, whom the men had called 
to their aid, the executive committee ordered 
a strike. Thecitizens are not in sympathy 
with the strikers, owing to the annual fair 
being now in progress and the city filled with 
strap gers.

The amendment so adopted is in the following

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FIRE INSPECTION. 

In organizing and carrying out a system of 
fire inspection, Chief Joyner and his assist- 
ants have instituted a reform that has long 
been necessary in this city.

ANinteresting question has just been decided 
in thecommon plees court, of Mercer county, 
Pennsylvania. An injunction was applied for to 
restrain the use of King James version of the 
Bible and the gospel bymnsin the opening exer 
cises of the_ public schogls, The movers were 
members ofthe Roman Catholic church. They 
alleged that in their belief “the only correct ver- 
tion of the Holy Bible is the version recognized, 
acopied and directed to be used in worship by 
faid Roman Catholic church, commonly known 
as the Douay Bible, and that all other English ver- 
sions of the sacred scriptures are incorrect, unau- 
t\hcrized aud sectarian in character; that in the 
public schoo!s their children were compelled to 
reac and sing, or hear read and sung, that which 
offensive to the plaintiffs, and 
which the plaintiffs believe to 
be injurious to their children, or else to absent 
themeelyes fromthe opening exercises of said 
schools.”’ This, the plaintiffs claimed, was con- 
trary to the constitution and laws of Pennsy!lya 
nia, Which guarantee the rights of conscience and 
prohibit sectarian instruction in the public 
schools. Thecourt held that it had no authority 
to Cecide upon the correctness of either the King 
James Or the Douay Bible, as all versions stood 
equal before the law, and the school directors had 
the power to authorize the use of any. This rul- 
ing gives Roman Catholics the right where their 
schoo! directors arein the majority to have their 
own Bible used in the public schools,

For the red fox isnot a native of Georgia. He 
isan immigrant. A few years ago, one had never 
been seen on the western side of the Chattahoo- 
chee river, and there still lives in the person of 
Mr. John Respess, the man who saw the first rea 
fox ever seen in Putnam county—a county made 
up of some of the most zealous and appreciative 
fox hunters to be found on the globe. 

The very date of that first fox is mteresting, for 
itmarks an epochinthe hunting annals of Pat- 
nam county, and, indeed, of every other section 
of the state. It was inthe year of qur Lord, 1545, 
that old Sandy flashed on the astonished yision of 
Mr. Respess, who was akeen sportsman and a 
close observer, Presumably, Mr. Respess was not 
unprepared for the adyent of this distinguished 
stranger. He had observed ior several days» that 
there was a commotion among the 
eray foxes in the neighborhood. He had a fine 
kennel of hounds—fine for that day—and, in 
bunting the grays, he noticed that they had de 
serte’their feeding places, and it was a difficult 
matter to find them. He had discovered also the 
tracks of a fox near his house that differed from 
the cat-like tracks of the grays. They were 
larger, bolder, more pronounced, S80 to sSpénk, 
showing an easy gait with a tremendous stride, 
rot to be compared with the somewhat mincing 


movement of the grays. 

Interested in these signs and symptoms, Mr. 
Respess took one of his most trustworthy dogs t9 
the drain or cullyin which the tracks appeared, 
and begged him to inquire into the matter as 
gently and as politely as possible. The response 
was immediate. The dog flung his head in the air, 
challenged, audat once picked up the drag, ivl- 
lowing it through a hundred torturous winding:

Whereupon Mr. Respess puta temporary end to 
the amusement by ealling off his dog. The fox 
bad been feeding, and that was a hopeful sign. 

A day ortvwo afierwards he saw the tracks again, 
in another part of the plautation and this time 
concluded topueh his investigations. Hecarried 
two of his dogs out, and, atter a little 
Iszy trailing, gota good view ofa red fox as he 
leaped from his warm bedin a plum thicket, 
If Rhode Hill had been there, he would have 
fetched a yeli that would have seared old Sandy 
out of his wits,but Mr. Respess, itis to be presum.- 
€d, sat down and allowed the hot biood to tingle 
up and down his backbonein silence. He Knew 
something of the reds,and he was delighted to 
feel that they had chosen him for a neighbor, for 
be discovered shertly afterwards that there were 
two oi them, ; 

He jound out their range, shot jay-birds and 
sparrows for them, and tried his best to make them 
comfortable. No doubt they appreciated these 
efforts, for they 1emained on his place and bred 
forseveral seasons, and afforded him and his 
friends a great dea! of sport. 

But there was one drawback tothis sport. The 
reds were too free ia their movements. They 
outfooted fairly and completely all the dogs 
that couldybe brought against them. It was fine 
sport tio h® ifone was content oniy to 
hear the houndsrun. The reds-grew bold and 
cunning. They would get up under the noses of 
the dogs and run straight away until the dogs 
were out ol hearing.

red, 
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Meanwhile they had been 
vagueiy of the explottsof a 
dog-—Captain—a dog of tremendous powers, of 
marvellous speedand endurance, The middie 
Georgia bunters heard these stories with envious 
and dev bting ears, but they continued tryiag to 
improve their dogs. Theirexperience and their 
dissppointments covered quite a number of years, 
but they went on teachingal! thered foxes with- 
ig reach how to outmanenvyera pack of hounds 
without taking much exercise.

present to see the college start on another 
course in its prosperous career, 

_Dr. Hobbs announced as his theme “Some 
Gleanings from the History of Medicine.” He 
said that medicine, asa science,is very old. 
We are told in the holy scriptures that J oseph 
employed men skilled in medical arts to _em- 
ba)m the body of his father, Jacob. The skill 
of these ancients in the art of embalming, at 
least, is attested by the numerous and well 
preserved specimens of mum mies 
which are preserved unto our 
time, Jeremiah  everal hundred 
years later exclaims: ‘Is there no balm in 
Gilead? Is there no physician there?”’ 

Eeculapius is said by Homer to have been a 
mortal, though he figures as a gol in myth 
and legend. He practiced the art of healing 
with great success, and pushed his aci- 
ence 80 far that he began to 
raise the dead. At this Pluto 
complained to Jupiter that Esculapins was 
robbing his reajins, and Jupiter slew him with 
se thunderbolt. But the greatest ot all the 
oie ippocrates. His 
writings remained authority longer. than 
those of any man who hes ever written 
on the science of medicine, Ba- 
tween the ninth and fifteenth 
centuries the Arabs practiced 
mediciné with singular success, and added 
some great names tothe list of the world’s 
great physicians. 

St. Luke, one of the aposties of Christ, was 
not only an eminent physician, but a writer 
of rare power, and a man of culture. 

The speaker then sketched 
course of medicine during 
Christian era, showing how 
priests at one time monopolized its study and 
the application of its science until he brought 
it down to the new light which was thrown 
upon it in the seventeenth century. When 
William Harvey discovered the circulation of 
the blood, he made the study of medicine a 
science.. Since that time it has been almost 
entirely revolutionized. In the next century 
one of the greatest boons ever conferred on 
mankind was brought by Jenner, who diseov- 
ered inoculation asa remedy for smallpox. 
Hated and abused and persecuted often during 
the progress of his experiments, he went pa- 
tientiy on and relieved mankind forever 
froin the direst vengeance oi that dread dis- 
ease, smallpox, If the experimenisin ourown 
time of Pasteur and Koch will result in a 
similar throttling of the power of cholara, we 
may hope that mankind may be 
protected against all infectious 
diseases. Atter sketching the history 
of medicine and its mervelous triumphs the 
professor addressed himeelf to’the students in 
relation to the duties which lay before them, 
ani the mannerin whichthey should meet 
them. Hespoke practically and threw out 
maby valuable hints to the young 
students before him. He was heard 
aitentively throughout _ihis discourse 
and at its conclusion was heartily applauded. 

Alter the conclusion of Dr. Hobb’s address, 
Dr. Thomas 8, Powell, the | president of 
the faculty, made some very appropriats and 
eloquent remarks commendatory of the 
ebility and especially of the ‘mora! 
tone ofthe lecture. He spoke also of the many 
advantages of the institution for imparting 2 
thorough medical education, and of the de- 
termination of the faculty to continue to in- 
culcate good morals and correct principles, 
and to carry out the pledges of founders of the 
institution to establish here a school of high 
order end one of whichthe profession every- 
where will be proud to acknowledge. 

The extraordinary success and growth of 
the institution and the high character of its 
graduates were mentioned as evidences of ils 
superior advantages and growing popularity. 

The outlook for a large class the presen 
term secmi8 te be unusually encouraging. It 
was announced that the regular series of lec- 
tures will comménce this morning at nine 
o’clJock py a lecture on physiology by TP rofessor 
R. C. Word. 

We are informed that during the present 
week the lectures are open to all professional 
gentlemen of the city and to any others who 
may desire to visit the institution.
